S E N A T E . 


Washington, May 15.—Mr. Cock- 
rell introduced a joint resolution au- 
thorizing and requesting the presi- 
dent of the United Stales to open a 
correspondence with the republic of 
France with a view and for the pur- 
pose of negotiating a proper treaty of 
reciprocity and commerce with that 
government on terms alike honorable 
and just. Three commissioners are 
to be appointed on behaf of the 
United States, preliminary to making 
such treaty, their compensation to be 
fixed by the secretary of state. Re- 
ferred. 


Mr. Farley introduced a bill for the 
relief of John A. Sutter on account of 
lands taken from and services render- 
ed by him to the United States. 


Consideration was then resumed of 
the legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bill. 
Mr. Beck e: 
explained the provisions 
of the bill as it had been amended, 
stating that the increase by the senate 
was $94,500, making the entire sum 
$18,541,000. 
Among the amendments 
were $18,000 for mints and $27,000 
for the interior department. In addi- 
tion to the appropriations in the bill for 
these purposes he suggested that re- 
forms should be made. By the reduc- 
tion of the number of store keepers 
and gangers under the commissioner 
of internal revenue $10,000 annually 
could be saved. He thought hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars might 
also be saved by readjusting the ma- 
chinery of the custom department, as 
in numerous 
cases 
the expenses 
of 
collecting 
the 
revenue 
far 
exceeded 
the receipts. He hoped 
the 
committee 
on 
appropriations 
would consult with the pro^r com- 
mittees of the house so that at the 
next session congress should have 
data on which to act intelligently. 
He would prefer to have reforms 
made now instead of waiting till the 
democrats come into power which 
they exacted to do. 


Mr. Thurman said that they had 
before them an appropriation bill for 
the support of the legislative, execu- 
tive and judical branches of the gov- 
ernment. 
Nobody 
said 
that the 
amount was insufficient, and opposi- 
tion had been made to the bill be- 
cause of a proposition relating to trial 
by jury and to elections.

She 
also says it was revealed to her hus- 
band thirty-six hours before the sacri- 
fice that Edith's immolation was de- 
manded. He went to the barn arid 
prayed for hours that God would take 
the cup from him, and she at length 
went to the barn, and kneeling on the 
hay beside her husband, put her arm 
around his neck and both of them 
prayed to be spared the necessity of 
doing this act, but they got no peace 
until they determined to do it. 
Her 
sorrow is more distressing now. She 
is in entire possession of her reasoning 
faculties, and the jailor's wife thinks 
that 
it 
wottla 
be 
a 
mercy 
if she could be bereft of reason. She 
moans, "Oli, my little darling Edie, 
my darling child, how could God have 
permitted us who loved Him so and 
tried to follow Him, to do such a 
wrong;" and then she bursts into the 
most passionate sobbing that lasts for 
hours. The seraphic look that wason 
her face when she was brought before 
the justice is gone. Her face has 
wasted, leaving her 
cheek 
bones 
prominent, and both are bright with 
a hectic flush which indicates fever. 
Her great eyes that are red w^ith weep- 
ing, her tottering step, and her inabili- 
ty to eat or sleep, are regarded as in- 
dications that very soon the reserve 
nervous strength will be exhausted 
and that she will rapidly decline. 
Her love for the baby and her re- 
morse have overshadowed her re- 
ligious faith. 


Her husband knews nothing of this. 
He is perfectly self-contained and con- 
tentea, and eats and sleeps well, still 
confident that Gt>d commanded the 
act. He has been reading "Fremont's 
Explorations." He said to-day to the 
Sun correspondent that he did not 
want aii^r l^ttifo^ers to defend him 
for notoriety, but that if any eminent

This watch of him seems 
to have been doubly close of late, as 
a traveling physician who saw him re> 
cently gave him medicine which he 
told the boy would eject the snake or 
lizard or whatever it might be inhab- 
iting and cutting such didoes in his 
stomach. After the passage of the 
reptile, his brother who was closely 
watching to prevent its escape, struck 
it with a sticK, severing its tail, but it 
was still alive when they brought it 
to town, when it was put in alcohol 
for preservation. 


The boy, who is about twelve years 
old, we find has been affected strange- 
ly for a long time, subject to crazy 
spells, during which he would ham- 
mer his stomach with his hands and 
im^ne he was chasing rabbits or 
racing with snakes, insects and ani- 
mals.

Frankfort-on-the-Main now con 
containing a wpulation of about 100,- 
000, is reputea to be the richest city 
of its size in the whole world. If its 
wealth were equally divided among 
its 
inhabitants, 
ever 
man, wo- 
man and child would 
have, it 
is said, 30,000 
marks, or some 
$5,000 a piece. There are, as may be 
supposed, a great many very poor peo- 
ple in the town ; but the citizens are 
as a whole, in usually comfortable 
circcumstances, more so, probably, 
than the citizens of any other capital 
in Germany or Europe. 


It is asserted that there are 100 
Frankforters worth from $4,000,000 
to $5,000,000 each, and 250 who are 
worth $1,000,000 and upward. 
The 
city is one of the greatest banking 
centers of the globe. Its aggregate 
banking capital is estimated at $200,- 
000,000, more 
than one-fourth of 
which the famous Rothchilds, whose 
original and parent house is there, 
own and control. 


The annual transactions in bills of 
exchange are in excess of $100,000,- 
000. Its general trade and manufac- 
turing industries have greatly in- 
creased since the formation of the 
German empire, to which Frank- 
fort 
was 
originally 
averse, 
being a free city and an opponent of 
Prussia until coerced, in July, 1866, 
by Gen. Falkenstein, who entered at 
the head of the army and imposed a 
fine of 31,000,000 florins for its insub- 
ordination.
